This proposition 
has been submitted to the operators by 
by wire and the executive committee 
has adjourned untu 1:30 o'clock pend- 
ing a reply." 


The only business convention this 


morning' was the preparation of the"' 
telegrams asking for future arbitra- 
tion. 


President Mitchell' sent the dispatc'i 


at 9:30 o'clock. 
The action caused 


much surprise here. It is argued that 
should the anthracite magnates refuse 
to grant the request it will eave them 
in the embarrassing, position of refus- 
ing to arbitrate the difference and this 
fact alone, it is believed, may possi- 
bly have effect. As far as negotiating 
further with the miners' leaders for 
a settlement or compromise is con- 
cerned, it is the -local belief that noth- 
ing satisfactory will come from the 
request. John Mitchell said he had 
no idea when a reply might be ex- 
pected. 


"The executive committee will re- 


main in* session-pending arrival of an 
answer,'-' he said.

to make the dock at Ironville, and 
before the launch could get out of th» 
TOy. it was struck by the tug and 
turned over and sunk about 1QO feet! 
from the dock. 


Mr. Hepburn caught hold of the sida 


of the tug and the Lowe girl grasped 
his leg and both were pulled on the 
ti'g. The Marks girl was picked un 
from a cushion on which she floated. 
Arthur Marks was fortunate enough, 
to grasp a piece of wreckage and was 
picked up by those on the tug.

an issue. They failed utterly in this 
until yesterday.

Smith was in command of but 
two battalions, and the Qghtiiig at An- 
geles was quite severe. He oiiginated 
a method which afterward was gener- 
ally adopted, throughout .the army oper- 
ating iu the Philippines. Alter taking 
the town ol Augt-ieb Coioutji biiiitu i»- 
Fued an order that no Filipinos should 
be allowed to leave the place and that 
thufee who had le!t could not re-enter 
the town. Colonel Smith stationed out- 
posts around Angles, with orders to 
shoot without challenging any native 
who tried to enter tbe town. This was 
InterpfSfed'-by thV tn'en' tfo mean that 
they were to shoot at Filipinos imme 
diately jthey came in sight. The order 
was literally carried out, and it is o 
matter of record in the Philippines that 
while General Smith held Angeles not 
a single native either entered or left 
the place.' 


General Smith's defense was based 


.on general orders No. 100, issued in 
1SC3 and since adopted and issued a?

He was ordered to the rear, 
but disobeyed the order and continued 
with his men on active service until 
the surrender of the Spanish. 


He explained his, disobedience by 


saying that he had a number of raw 
recruits in his regiment, and he could 
not be sure of them unless he was 
there to !:eep his eye on them. He has 
a vehcn.ent way of saying exactly 
what he means and expressing his 
opinion in the most vigorous language. 
So he gained the sobriquet of "Hell 
Roaring Jake." 


He entered the service at the age of 


twenty-one as a first lieutenant in the 
Second Kentucky volunteers June 4, 
1SG1, 
was promoted to captain Jan. S, 


1SG2, and was honorably mustered out 
June 20, 1863. The next day, June 30, 
1SC3, 
he was appointed captain in the 


Veteran Reserve corps and was honor- 
ably mustered out Oct. 21, 1S65. He 
was brevetted a major March 7. 1SC7, 
for gallant conduct at the battle of Shi- 
loh, where he was severely wounded, 
and the same day was appointed cap- 
tain in the Thirteenth infantry in the' 
regtilar service. 


In May, 1SG9, he was appointed a ma- 


jor and judge advocate, but this ap- 
pointment was afterward revoked by 
the president. He was assigned as a 
captain to the Nineteenth infantry Dec. 
10, 1S70; promoted to major in the Sec- 
ond infantry Nov. 20, 1S94; lieutenant 
colonel of the Twelfth infantry June 
30, IS9S; colonel of the Seventeenth in- 
fantry Oct 20, 1890, and brigadier gen- 
eral of volunteers June 1, 1900. He has 
done notable work in the Philippines 
and has been in the field nearly the 
whole time while in the islands. 


General Smith was the inventor of 


the celebrated "sweatbox" at Bautista. 
in the province of Pangasinan. 5u 
which insurrectos were placed to force 
confession from them. This "sweat- 
box" "was built log cabin style on an 
open plain of steel rails taken from ,the 
railroad. This box was less than ten 
feet square. General Smith would fill it 
with insurgents. When the hot tropical 
sun began to shine, the rails attracted 
the sun's rays and became so hot that 
it was impossible to touch them with 
the naked hai-d. Some air got between 
the cracks and joints of the rails, but 
usually the temperature was so high 
that no insurgent could stand it more 
than a day. It was soon after evolving 
this invention that General Smith was 
made brigadier general of volunteers. 


While in command at Bautista Gen- 


eral Smith was decidedly unpopular 
with the natives because of the se- 
verity of his rule. Some of the insur- 
recto leaders planned to ambush and 
kill h'm. He was invited to attend a 
grand ball or dance to be given by some 
of the leading natives who were insur- 
gent sympathizers. It was planned that 
while General Smith wr.s riding along 
the road en route to the ball he \%as to 
be ambushed and either Killed or cap- 
tured by thirty insurrectos. 


General Smith learned of the plans 


from his scouts, but kept the matter 
secret He continued his preparation 
for attending the d.ineo. and none of 
the insurgent sympathizers became

Two Ballots Taken at a Meeting in the 


Second Presbyterian Church on 


Wednesday Night. J

The congregational meeting held at 


the Second Presbyterian church Wed- 
nesday night was very largely attend 
ed. Tne meeting opene<! with devo- 
tional exercises, and Rev. Dr. J. C.

Judge Charles Follett placed the name 
oi Rev. H. N. Faulkner of Hillsboro, 
before the meeting. 


As this was the only candidate, the

bers in good and regular standing, as 
well as regular contributing attend- 
ants Of the .church, were entitled to 
vote 
It was decided to take the vote 


by secret ballot and Edwin Wood and 
W. D. Fulton were appointed tellers. 


The first ballot resulted in 120 yeas 


and 63 nays, and a motion to make it 
unanimous, was ruled out of order. 


As there was a large minority and 


it was thought that this might be con- 
siderably reduced it was decided to 
take another 
vote. 
Speeches were 


made by T. M. Edmiston, W. H. Davis 
and others after which the second bal 
lot was taken. This resulted in 118 
yeas and 6ft noes. 


Mr. Faulkner had received almost a 


two -third majority, but owing to the 
strength of the minority vote, it was 
thought best not to formulate and ex- 


< end the call which would hardly have 
been accepted under the circumstanc- 
es. This minority vote can in no way 
be misconstrued as having been cast 
against Mr. .jFaulkner, as a man, a 
preacher or a pastor. It was an ex- 
pression of the opinion of those who 
voted "no" that enough candidates 
had -not beenJ-brought here by the 
committee, to'allow, them to make a 
discriminating efcoice of a man for the 
vacant pulpit. 


It is the opinion of .many that ha<? 


there been several candidates before 
the meeting Mr. Faulkner could have 
been almost unanimously called to 
Newark".

Far out at sea gleaming sheets of 


dazzling gold arrested the gaze ot ,the 
'early explorers of California. Blazing 
along the Pacific coast, embroidering 
the green foothills of the snow capped 
Sierra Madres, transforming acres and 
acres of treeless plains into royal cloth 
of gold, millions of flowers of siiky tex- 
ture and color of gold fascinated tho 
Spanish discoverers. An eminent bot- 
anist, Eschscholtz, at once classified 
the plant, and his followers conferred 
his name upon this the only native 
American papaver. 


Dreamlike in beauty. .fascinating from 


sheer loveliness, spreading in soft un- 
dulations over the land, the California 
poppy bloomed above the richest views 
and arteries of gold the world has ever 
known, all unsuspected. A Circe, with 
powers to please, dazzle and charm by 
its enchantments, while it allures, lulls 
and mystifies, this flower of slcop seem- 
ed to draw by some occult process from 
the earth the elixir o.f gold, unfolding 
its blooms of gold as beacons pracla-fm- 
ing,"Weare blooming above rich mines 
of gold." 


There is ever a mystery about the 


poppy. It is a weird, flower. It, is aj,-, 
most sentient, with a life unknown to 
human kind. "While glory guards with 
solemn tread the bivouac of the dead" 
stealthily a sea of gore creeps over the 
old battlefields. Biood red, the poppies 
in waves and billows hold high carni- 
val above the soil that covers the slain. 
Lord Macaulay says of the battlefield 
of Neerwinden: "The summer after the 
battle tHe soil, fertilized by 20,000 dead, 
broke forth into millions of blood red 
poppies. The traveler from St. Troud 
to Tirlemont who saw that vast field 
of rich scarlet stretching from Landon 
to Neerwinden could hardly help fan- 
cying that the figurative descript'on of 
the Hebrew prophet was literally ac- 
complished; that "the earth was dis- 
closing her blood and refusing to cover 
her slain." Bayard Taylor in "The 
Lands of the Saracen" says he contem- 
plated; with feelings he could not de- 
scribe "the old battlefields of Syria, 
densely covered with blood red pop- 
pies, blooming in barbaric spleuflor, 
gloating on the gore of soldiers slain." 


However interesting the poppy may 


be to men of science and to lovers o£ 
the beautiful, it is yet more so'tt) tha 
people of California. This beautiful. 
weird, gold colored flower of gossamer 
texture belongs to California alone 
Nowhere else in the world has it ever 
made its habitat. There it is naturally 
so nrofuse that it is\elated as a fact 
that, coming on a turn full face upon 
a blooming field of yellow poppies, daz- 
zling in the sunshine, horses have beeu 
pnt to flight as from flames of fire.— 
Home and Flowers.

Very few people's noses are set prop

Farmer*' Vegetable G 


In a paper prepared and read before 


the Horticultural Society of Northern 
Illinois by Mrs. Carrie Swigert sue 
says that a good garden is .usually 
evidence of a good farmer. An inclo- 
sure of a given quantity of ground is 
by no means a garden, any more than 
a dwelling house is a home. From a 
business standpoint, how can the farm- 
er's garden be made profitable? she 
asks. In the first place, she answers, 
by reducing the grocery bill. The cost 
of living on the farm depends largely 
upon the proportion of the articles con- 
sumed that are produced at borne. Tbe 
ordinary farm supplies tbe family with 
flour, meat and dairy products. These 
arc the necessities of life, and if the 
housekeeper has no other place from 
which to draw she will find it very 
difficult to supply her table with a 
pleasing variety of wholesome dishes 
during the whole year. 
Either the 


farmer's living will have to be nar- 
rowed down to an uuhealtliful monot- 
ony or else there will be a great void 
in the bill of fare that must be filled 
from some other source. This void 
may be and very often is filled from 
tbe grocery, but money is not always 
plenty or there is no time to spare to 
go to market as often as tilings are 
needed for tbe table. We do uot enjoy 
taking out our purse and emptying 
out a part of it on the grocer's counter 
every time we go to town. Tbe result 
is we are tempted all the time to 
scrimp, and the housekeeper is com- 
pelled to do without much she would 
gladly have. But there is a way to re- 
duce these grocery bills and at tbe 
same time increase the comforts of our 
homes, and this is by prodding a first 
class garden on the farm. i\Iiich will 
furnisb an agreeable \ariety for every 
day In the year.

LORD METHUEN'S WOUNDS. 


BrliUb General'* Action! When He 


Surrendered to the Boer*. 


Lance Corporal Martin of the First 


Loyal North Lancashire regiment, who 
was captured by tbe Boers during tbe 
fight in -nbich Lord Methuen was 
wounded, has written a long letter to 
his wife at Lancaster from Mafeklng 
under date March 12, in w,hich he de- 
scribes tbe action, says the London 
Standard. Alluding to Lord Methuen, 
--the writer says: 


"The last gunner, finding himself 


alone, was just leaiing when he was 
shot through the head. Lord Methueu 
did not leave the guns till then. He 
came over to us und stood about fifteen 
jards from where I was. Five minutes 
later he got his first wound in bis right 
side and then tried to mount his horse. 
T MI] not know TV')** ])* WHS going- to 
do, but his horse got shot in the leg, 
and he had to get off. A few minutes 
later be got bis second wound in the 
thigh and laid down on the ground as 
if nothing had happened. His horse 
was shot dead immediately afterward, 
falling on Lord. Metbuen and breaking 
his leg. The doctor went to him to 
dress bis wounds, but before he had 
half finished he was shot, too, and our 
general had to lie until we surrendered. 
I am telling you this just to show what 
a brave and good soldier be is. beloved 
by all bis men, those who had been 
with him from the first. He always 
had a kind ^ord for e^ery one, and 1 
hope he will pull through and get all 
right again."

ALPINE ACCIDENTS. 


EHort to Protect Amateur Climbers 


lu Spite oi Themselves. 


The unprecedented mortality among 


Alpinists last year has roused the 
Swiss Alpiue club to introduce new 
measures in order to protect amateur 
Alpinists in spite of themselves, says 
the London Chronicle. It is estimated 
that 50 per cent of last year's acci- 
dents "was among persons who hatl 
come to Switzerland for the first time 
and had practically no experience in 
mountaineering. 


New "cabins" are to be built in the 


most dangerous places, and siguboards 
•warning the tourist against bidden 
crevasses, etc., are to bo erected. A 
new code of signals by •which the 
guides may communicate with the val- 
leys in case of necessity will also come 
into force this year. 


A scheme for the general assurance 


of all Alpinists is also in progress. Of 
course it is impossible to prevent a 
tourist from undertaking a risky climb 
unattended, but in such cases hotel 
keepers will warn the tourist of his 
dauger beforehand. Guides have also 
been instructed to refuse to continue a 
climb if they find that the tourist is 
unable to withstand the fatigue or in 
case the change of weather would ren- 
der the climb dangerous. 
The steps 


cut into the rock in dangerous places 
and the hand rails are to be renovated, 
and, in short, the Alpine club is doing 
its utmost this season to prevent acci- 
dents in the Alps. 


SCHOOLS IN PORTO RICO. 


Remarkable Thirst ot the Native* 


After Knowledge. 


James Preston, wbo has just" return- 


ed, from a visit to Porto Rico, tells the 
Philadelphia Record: "There are about 
fifty American schoolhouses in Porto 
Rico now—the Washington, the Lin- 
coln, tbe Peun, the McKinley. the Jef- 
ferson, the Irving, the Hamilton, and 
so ou—and about 1,300 pupils are at- 
tending them. 
One of the principals 


pointed out to nie a young girl of sev- 
enteen, very pretty, wbo walked, he 
explained, twenty miles to and from 
school daily, slept on a bare floor and 
begged nearly all her food, she was so 
poor. This was one of his best stu- 
dents. 


"A boy had on a shirt so much too 


big for him that bis whole person 
could have slipped through the opening 
at the neck. 'What's the trouble with 
yorr shirt, my lad?' tbe principal ask- 
ed. The boy answered: This ain't mine; 
it's father's. Mine's in the wash.' That 
boy would have come naked rather 
than have missed a lesson. In a town 
1 visited there is a night school. The 
men who attend it bring their own 
candles and sit on the schoolroom floor 
in groups of three, one candle to each 
group. The intelligence of the Porto 
Ricans, their teachers say, is as re- 
markable as is their thirst after knowl- 
edge.
